Presbyterian Seminaries Will Control Their 
Own FundseMcCormick Stand« Out. 

Prof. D. C. Marquis of McCormick Theo- 
logical Seminary said last evening a meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the seminary 
was called to take action upon the question 
of declaring a trust in favor of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church. There 
was a full conference and the meeting was a 
large one. The following action was taken: 

Resoived, That in the opinion of the board the 
way isnotclear for the adoption of the recom- 
mendation of the General Assembly touching 
changes in the charter of the McCormick Semi- 
nary. 

— The board will gladly meet the as- 
sembly’s Special Committee of Conference with 
the theological seminaries for fuller conference 


on the questions involved in the proposed 


change for charter. 

Syracusz, N. I., Nov. 22.—Auburn Theo- 
logical Seminary, one of the oldest and most 
influential institutions under the care of the 
Presbyterian Church, bolted the General 
Assembly today by deciding it would control 
its own funds. The Rev. George B. Spalding, 
LL. D., of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Syracuse, says of the action: 
„% At the last General Assembly of the 
Presbyteriau Church, after a long and excit- 
ing debate, a resolution was adopted to secure 
control of the fifty or sixty theological semi- 
naries representing the denomination. The 
object of this resolution was to secure the en- 
tire fund in these various institutions and to 
bring the election of all managing officers 
under the complete contro! of the assembly. 
At the meeting of the trustees at Auburn a 
resolution was introduced declaring it is in- 
expedient to change the character of 
the institution in any degree. It was 
plain that tne dominant sentiment was 
no transference of either funds or controlling 
power should be yielded to the assembly. An 
effort was made to concede to the assembly 
the right of veto as respects the election of 
the trustees, but this proposition was, by a 
arge majority, rejected and the resolution to 
retain the present condition of things was 
unanimously adopted. Later there was a 
meeting of the Commissiocers. The ad vo- 
cates of the assembly scheme attempted to 
save it from utter failure, but were defeated.” 
The endowment of Auburn Seminary is $1,- 
000,000. It is said here the McCormick 
Seminary in Chicago has taken similar ac- 
tion.

Prof. Commons Speaks, : 

Prof. Commons’ ideas were characterized 
as utopian by nearly every speaker who fol- 
lowed him, and especially by those gentle- 
men who have had practical experience in the 
government of this city. He said in sub- 
stance: 

‘‘ Corrupt and inefficient government is a!- 
ready far advanced towards reform when ite 
failure is acknowledged. The American peo- 
ple have reached this poiut. I contend the 
problem of reform isa one, to be 
solved by improvements in pol 1 machines 
and political organization. Ido not sympa- 
thize with the notion that all the fault lies 
with the intelligent and business classes. The 
fault lies with our political machinery; which 
mukes it impossible for these classes hon 
ably to tate part in politics. ‘Give them a 
chance without stultifying themselves to serve 
the publicand see how nobly they will respond. 
The first mechanicai difficulty-te be noticed

and the State Legislature. There is a wide- 
spread demand for home rule for cities. Cities 
are governed by an outside, irresponsible 
avthority. Local politics is identified with 
State and Federal politics. Local responsi- 
bility is destroyed and apathy fésults. 
Let the Legislature create a State munici- 
pal board, composed of from six to ten mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor. The mem- 
bers of the board should receive no salaries 
and should in turn appoint secretaries, engi- 
neers, and financial experts, to whom should 
be intrusted the details of supervision. The 
board should have no administrative powers, 
such as appointing, disciplining, suspending, 
or removing local officers. This wouid en- 
force local responsibility and -protect the 
board from partisan politics. Its positive 
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+ should. de: 
-| “(1) Exert advice to city officials on ail 


matters of finance, public works, and admin- 
istration. 

** (2) Supervision of civil service examina- 
tions, as in Massachusetts. 

* (3) Auditing of municipal accounts and 
prescribmg uniform, simple methods of book- 
keeping, as in Minnesota. 

(4) Local investigations of complaints 
and abuses similar to those now held by leg- 
islative committees, with publication of testi- 
mony. 

* (5) Veto on illegal bonds and contracts 
and unwarranted financial measures which 
exceed the legal debt limit. 


Too Complex. 


“The second mechanical difficulty is the com- 
plexity of city government. Only profes- 
sionals understand it. Thus Chicago has fif- 
teen independent governing bodies with sepa- 
rate powers of taxing and borrowing. There 
are eight original townships, one county gov- 
ernment, one city government, three park 
commissions, one Board of Sanitary Trustees, 
one Board of Education. New York Clty 
is said to have eighty different boards 
or individuals who can create 
debt independently of each other. 
City government must be simplified, and the 
first.condition of simplicity is territorial unity. 
The Vity of London has set the example. Be- 
fore 1888 it incituded parts of three counties, 
one city, and several hundred parishes. These 
were all merged by Parliament into one 
grand municipality. Next there must be offi- 
cial unity. Too many officials are elected by 
popular vote and given independent govern- 
ing powers. The people cannot know for whom 
they are voting nor watch them when elected. 
The city is a single corporation, as we plainly 
recognize in the election of Mayor. Yet to 
elect Aldermen it has been divided, in imita- 
tion of the constituencies of our Federal Con- 
gress and State Legislatures, into petty, arti- 
ficial districts or wards, in each of which a 
certain number of citizens, irrespect- 
ive of inclinations or affiliations, are 
asked to agree on a single repre- 
sentative in the Municipal Council. 
If Aldermen were elected ona general ticket 
at large they could no longer be obscure 
bosses, contractors, or saloonkeepers, but 
would be known to all the people. To eriti- 
cise the Mayor or the police, or the Board of 
Public Works, or any branch of the admin- 
istration,’ so called, for non-enforcement of 
law, or inefficiency, br distribution, of spoils, 
is to splutter over the symptoms of disease. 
Let the attack be nade on the very disease 
itself—the Board of Aldermen—and the mere 
symptoms will pass away when the Aldermen 
are renovated. 

Ald. Mann. 

Ald. Mann followed Prof. Commons with 
his practical ideas on municipal government. 
He said in part: 

„A government of the people will never be 
much above or much below the piane of the 
active participants in politics. If the ma- 
chine is com posed of decent and reputable cit- 
wens it is apt to grind out decent 
and reputable candidates and officials. If 
the ‘gang’ controls the machine what can 
you expect? The first essential, then, to good 
government in our cities is the active interest 
at all times of good citizens in party politics. 
The independent voter is abroad in the land. 
He isa hopeful sign. Hecan sometimes do 
much positive good at the polls, and properly 
painted, described, and held up to view be- 
fore the machine manipulators he is often 
enough of a scarecrow to frighten the party 
convention from puttmg up known bad can- 
didates. Let him become numerous enough 
and he will exercise even greater influence than 
do the gambling and sporting classes of today. 
I have perfect confidence in the future of 
Chicago’s government because I have faith 
in the people, Slowly and spasmodically. but 
surely and inevitably, the people require the 
plane of government to be lifted higher and

of his term the Mayor spends His time in re- 
warding his helpers and laying his wires and 
he doesn’t get to the reform business till just 
before the next election.” 
Rabens for Civil Service Reform. 
Civfl service reform was what Mr. Rubens 
recommended as the cure for municipal 
wrongs. Thesubstance of his talk was as 
follows: 
The government of cities is not a question 
of men. The root of the evil is the system. 
Aldermen and Mayors are only men who fre- 
quéntly go into office either to make money 
or seek higher political preferment. The 
question is how to take that temptation away 
from them.. What can we do immediately 
with the conditions as they are? The root of 
the trouble lies in the fact that merit is not 
recognized ia the City Hall. Pulle 
and not efficiency prevail. We can 
get civil. service reform in two ways; 
either by the fiat of the Mayor himself or by 
the Board of Aldermen adopting civil service 
sel ves. Ifthe Mayor can be found to 
blish cfvil service in Chicago he wiil force 
the Legislature to pass civil service laws for 
all the cit the State. The government of 
this city is settled at the polis. It is fixed 
at the primaries, where officeholders influence 
their subordinates to do their biddmg and 
subvert the will of the people. The introduc- 
tion of civil service rules would remove a 
great temptation and greatly better the condi- 
tions of city government.“

It was found that the 
flag was a Spanish one, and Miss Willard was 
seen at her home, Sixty-fifth and Perry ave- 
nue. It was then that she heard that she had 
been accused of a lukewarm feeling towards 
the government. She said: I got the flag 
at the Fair and put it out to air, for it vas 
wrapped up all summer. It is a Spanish flag 
and not an English one, I am sorry that such 
an absurd impression should get out, Why, 
you ought to see the American flag 1 have.

After he had answered 
a few more questions, it was suggested a vote 
of thanks be given to the General for ad- 
dressing the ministers of Chicago, which was 
carried unanimously. 


VISITS THE NEWSPAPER MEN. 


Gen. Booth et the Press Club Invites and 
Answers Questions. 

Gen. Booth made his first public appear- 
ance in Chigago at the Press club in the 
morning, where he was formally introduced 
by President Vanderlip. There were at least 
100 persons present, and a fusillade of ques- 
tions covering a multitude of questions, re- 
ligious and secular, was kept up for an hour, 
after which the General rose, shook hands 
with the company, and retired. 

Gen. Booth said he had made 135 speeches 
since be landed in this country and was al- 
most tired out. He had come to America to 
inspect the operutions of his own people, to 
ask the prayer of the poor, and if possible to 
get some of the money of the rich. He had 
been received everywhere with respect and 
even affection, and especially by the press. 
He appreciated the material prosperity of 
this country, and only hoped it would use its 
wealth and power for the relief of the poor. 
Gen. Booth admitted the favor with which the 
army was beginning to be received was not 
favorable to spiritual life and power. But he 
thought the army would stand prosperity as 
well as it had stood adversity. Still, if 
Brigadier * ＋ was too kindly treated 
here, he would shift him to some other point, 
where he would get more hard knocks. He 
decidedly refused to say he was an admirer 
of American institutions. The army, he said, 
was in favor of any form of government it 
labored under. It was all things to 
all men. Recurring to the . subject 
of prohibition, he said he was not in favor of 
legal prohibition. He saw no use in legislat- 
ing morality faster than the people were 
ready for it. The mistake was the same the 
Puritans made under the Commonwealth. In 
conclusiou he conceded the methods of the 
army were a violent reaction from the for- 
mälity of the churches and could not last. 
Its principles were eternal, but its methods 
2 undoubtedly havi) to change some time 
or other. |

It is hard to follow their maneuvers, 
but it is a fine show of horsemanship. This 
intricate musical ride finished, Capt. Brand 
draws his men up troop front before the boxes 
and, with a flasn of sabers, they salute the 
folks in the boxes and Col. Donovan, 
the representative of the Mayor of Chicago. 
Then about face by fours and the folks on the 
other side of the arena are saluted. By cal- 
umns of fours the troop sweeps around the 
arena at a stunning gallop and disappears. 


Now the Coach Horses. 


Next Mark Dunham’s coach horses from 
his farm at Dunham, nine of 
them, splendid, shapely, powerful beasts, 
with coats that just sparkie under the electric 
lights. Grooms in proper black and white 
livery lead them around that the people may 
admire their gaits. 

The coach horses disappear, and there\is 
more clunking of sabers at the entrance. The 
Hussars again.

When 
the laws of the © city and the State 
were being violated the Chicago Hussars, true to 
their banner, volunteered toa man to do duty ; 
they have merited their banner on the field, To-

It is of peculiar 
make and two small gas jets will generate 
steam enough to run a large dynamo.

STATE OF THE NATION’S FINANCES, 


United States Treasurer Morgan Submits 
. His Annaal Report. 

Wasurveton, D, C., Nov. 22.—United States 
Treasurer Morgan has submitted to Secretary 
Carlisle the annual report on the operations 
and condition of the Treasury. The net 
ordinary revenues for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 (cents omitted), were $297.722,019, 
a decrease of $88,097,609 as compared with 
the year before, The net ordinary expendi- 
tures were $367,525.279, a decrease of 
$15,952.674. Including the public debt the 
total receipts on all accounts were 724,006. 
533 and the expenditures $698,908,552. At 
the close of business on June 30, 1893, there 
stood on the books of the department 
charged to the Treasurer a balance 
of $738,467 ,555. Adding to this 
the receipts on all accounts gives 51.462. 
474,093 as the total tu be accounted for, and 
deducting the expenditures leaves a balance 
of $763,565,540 June 80.

In addi- 
tion to these balances, however, there were 
other liabilities arising from the postal reve- 
nues, from disbursing officers, and from other 
sources, which brought the total to 8776.

753 at the latter. After setting aside the 
amounts treated as unavailable the princi- 
pal of which are the deposits made with the 
States under the law of 1836, ‘there re- 
mained the sum of $746,538,655 in 1893, 
and the sum of $775,310,559 in 1894, rep- 
resented by live assets in the several offices 


of the Treasury and mint, together with de- 


posits in national banks. Of these balances 
the sums of $584,593,920 and $616,1565,- 
820, respectively, were on deposit for the re- 
demption of outstanding certificates and 
Treasury notes, leaving $161,994,735 and 
$159,154,739 as the balances on account of 
the general fund. 

The. Treasurer remarks that the impair- 
ment of the gold reserve, rendering neces- 
sary theissue of bonds in February. was 
caused chiefly by the depletion of the Treas- 
ury 8 from insufflcient revenues. 
Even when the erg | of paper had become 
so reduced that the Treasury was obliged to 
pay out large sums of gold in the ordinary 
disbursements the coin was freely returned in 
the revenues. The proceeds of this loan 
were $58,660,000 in gold coin and certifi- 
cates, but during the month of February there 
were redeemed $19,200,000 of notes in goid, 
presumably to meet subscriptions to the loan, 
so that the net gold proceeds were about 
$39,500,000. This, together with a gain of 
$1,500,000 in gold from ordinary sources, 
brought up the reserve during the month 
from $65,000,000 to $106,500,000, while 
the net assets of the Treasury, with an 
excess of $7,000,000 of expenditures 
over receipts for the month, increased from 
$125,000,000 to $177,000,000. During the 
succeeding months, till the end of the first 
week in August, the reserve was affected by 
deficient revenues and withdrawals of gold 
for export, the movement abroad having been 
stimulated by the necessity which the Treas- 
ury was under of furnishing to exporters new 
full weight after the supply of old pieces had 
become exhausted. The lowest point touched 
by the reserve was $52,189,500 Aug. 7, 


1894. 
About the Gold Reserve. 


Prior to July, 1892, the gold reserve was 
but little affected by withdrawals of coin, 
there never having been any considerable de 
mand for the redemption of notes. Even 
when gold exports were heavy the metal was 
furnished by benkers from their vaults or was 
obtained from the Treasury for gold certifi- 
cates, of course without impairment to the 
reserve. During the last two years, however 
the Treasury has been called upon to furnish 
nearly the wh of the requirements for ex- 
portation and there have recently been con-

WESTERN TRAFFIC POOLS EXTENDED. 


Sioux City, St. Paul, Minneapolis, and 
Omaha Are Now Included. 

At the meeting of executive officers of West 
ern roads held in the Rookery yesterday an 
agreement for division of freight traffic from 
Sioux City was effected. An effort was made 
to bring about a similar arrangement on 
traffic from Des Moines, but an agreement 
could not be reached, and there is no prospect 
one will be reached soon. Divisions of traffic 
pools have now been formed on business east 
and west bound between Kansas City, Atchi- 
son, St. Joseph, and Leavenworth, and St. 
Louis and Chicago; also east and west bound 
between Sioux City, St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
and Chicago; and west-bound only between 
Chicago and Omaha. The attempt to 
form an east-bound pool from Omaha 
to Chicago had to be abandoned 
owing to the refusal of the Chicago and North- 
western to enter into such an arrangement. 
The latter roud claims it cannot divide traffic 
in the manner provided for by the pooling 
agreement on account of its contract with 
the Union Pacific, which compels it to inter- 
change the business with that road, and would 
prevent it from turning it over to other roads 
which might be designated by the Chairman. 
Traffic is now being evened up only on west- 
bound business—west-bound from Chicago 
and St. Louis to Southwestern Missouri River 
points. The Burlington is now turning over 
a few cars of freight to the Santa, Fé as di- 
rected by Chairman Midgley, but ise not mak- 
ing the diversion of freight as rapidly as the 
Santa Fé people would desire. The Missouri 
has also diverted some freight to the St. Louis 
and San Francisco road, but is rather slow 
a bout it.

Cur- 
rier, Frank Gilbert, Frank Hamlin, and 
other citizens. Three toughs who had been 
actively engaged in this lawless work were 
captured by the police but let go without any 
effort to send them to the station.

Hieland Saw the Fight Begin. 

The second witness was Officer James Hie- 
land.

REPUBLICANS AND THE TARIFF. 
The New York Times has a great deal to say 
about differences of opinion on the tariff 
question in the Republican party—between 
moderate protectionists and the McKinleyites. 
Would it not be better for the Times to har- 
monize the Democratic party on the tariff

that organization to ynite on some one defi- 
nite policy before it spends its time and wastes 
its energies in discussing the differences of 
opinion which exist among Republicans? 
The prediction of Taz Trrisunx is that those 
present differences of opinion, concerning 
which the Times has nothing to say, all will 
be apparently smoothed over and done away 
with by eighteen months from now. 

Tue Trreunz predicts that when the Demo- 
cratic National convention meets, in Chicago 
or elsewhere, in June of 1896 for the purpose 
ot preparing a platform for the party, it will 
not readopt or reaffirm the Larry O'Neal 
tariff plank of 1892. If Mr. O'Neal should 
be a member of that convention he will not 
move that plank asa substitute for the mild 
and inoffensive ore which will be submitted 
by the Committee on Resolutions. Mr. Henry 
Watterson would not second such a motion 
if Larry were tomake it. No free trade 
plank will be put through witha whoop and 
a hurrah, The Wilson bill will not be in- 
dorsed, nor even the 640 Gorman protection 
patches that were put upon it in the Senate. 
That measure then will be looked on as 
„dead and damned, and there will be 
none so poor to do it reverence,” for the 
Democratic politicians of eighteen months 
hence will have a very vivid recollection of the 
half milliongof Democrats who kicked this 
year because of their free trade bill, of the 
five huudred thousand who sulked, and of the 
million who swore. However they may feel 
on the subject of free trade personally, they 
will have a very keen understanding of how 
the people feel, and will not try to serve up 
another Calhounite dish of free trade. to their 


party. 

In 1892 the Democrats had an intensely 
free trade plank in their platform, but the 
people did not take much heed to it. They 
thought it merely was a brutum fulmen, a 
„great cry and little wool. What interest- 
ed the people most in the tariff plank was its 
denunciation of the McKinley bill. They 
were against it. To their minds that bill was 
the only issue of the campaign, except so far 
as they put faith in the glittermg promises of 
the Democrats. that their tariff legislation 
would give them cheap foreign goods and 
wages as high as, if not higher than, those they 
then were receiving. Tue Tune predicts 
this is what the Democrats will do, and that the 
New Tork Times wiilingiy or unwillingly will 
fall into line with it. in 1896 the free trade 
cat will not show its claws. They will be hid- 
den in velvet. The cat will pur about, harm- 
ing no American industry and injuring no 
American workingman. The candidate of the 
party, too, will not be a man who has a rec- 
ord as a radical free trader. Gorman wil: 
stand much higher in the estimation of Dem- 
ocratic politicians then than he does now, 
Prominent Democrats who have shown them- 
selves to be in sympathy with moderate pro- 
tection will have the inside track in the con 
vention of 1896. 

On the other hand, the Republican - politi 
cians will be very circumspect; They will be 
as cautious about committing themselves in 
favor of trust monopolies and McKinleyism 
as the Democrats will be on the free trade no- 
tions of Calhoun, for repeated elections have 
‘shown that the people of the United States 
want neither free trade nor tariff monopoly. 
They do not want Wilsonism nor Mc Kinleyism. 
Therefore the Republican politicians, when 
they come to prepare their platform, will, if 
they are heedful of the popular vérdict, declare 
themselves in favor of the protection which 
maintains the wage seale but not that which 
enables greedy manufacturers to plunder the 
public without devoting their plunder. to the 
workingmen. And when they come to select 
a candidate the only question that will be put 
to him will be: Are you a Republican?’ 
They will not insist that he must be a prohib- 
itory tariff Republican, in favor of legislat- 
ing for the benefit of trusts and zombines. 
Or if they do, so much the worse will it be 
for the party. 


JAPAN’S NEW OFFER. 

Following up its respectful but peremptory 
declination of the offer of the United States 
Government to act as mediator between the 
contending parties, Japan has made a second 
proposition, which not only shows its respect 
and good will towards this country, but is 
eminently proper and in accordance with 
national usages, as concerns China. The 
Japanese Foreign Office has notified the State 
Department at Washington that China can 
make a d offer through United States 
Minister Dun at Tokio, as it has no repre- 
sentative in Japan. The State Department 
in turn has notified Minister. Dun at Tokio 
and Minister Denby at Pekin that they are at 
liberty to transmit such overtures for peace 
as China may be disposed to make. If China, 
therefore, is earnest in ite desire for peace it 
will send its offer to Denby, who will send 
it to Dun, the latter conveying it to the 
Japanese Government, It is a roundabout 
journey, but the absence of the Chinese Lega- 
tion from Japan necessitates it. 

The Japanese are to be credited with hav- 
ing made a clear, dignified, and perfectly le- 
gitimate proposition, Its justice, indeed, is 
recognized by the European powers. The 
official information received’ from ‘Russia, 
Italy, Germany, and Austria indicates that all 
these powers will give their consent that the 
American Ministers shall act as mediums be- 
tween the two Oriental governments. So far 
as England is concerned there can be no 
doubt of its acquiescence in any scheme which 
will bring to its close a war which is proving 
disastrous to its trade relations with China. 
The London Morning Post undoubtedly re- 
flects the English sentiment when it says that 
China cannot hope for European sympathy 
and that ite delay in suing for peace only 
means the payment of an increased indemnity 
and further humiliation. 

There is little danger that any of the Eu- 
ropean powers therefore will interfere with 
any offer which China may wish to make di- 


rectly through Ministers Dun and Denby, and 
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two countries. So far as Japan is con- 
cerned our relations have been and still are 
in a satisfactory condition, and outside of 


| them the little nation bas shown its ability to 


take care of itself. ; : 


THE KIND OF GOOSEBERRY O. 8. BERRY 18. 

Senator Berry of Carthage, in the Demo- 
cratic County of Hancock, came to Chicago 
day before yesterday. Although he calls him- 
self a Republican he sought Democratic 
papers for the purpose of being interviewed, 
That is not so surprising when the nature of 

the statement he wished to make public is 

known. It was to this effect: “I shall vote 
tor Cullom, and I am frank to say that if I 
were compelled to choose between Jdseph 
Medlll and Franklin MacVeagh as Cullom’s 
successor I would vote for MacVeagh,”’ and 
that “it was impudent for Cook County to 
want the Senatorship.”’ 

As the editor of Tun Tärnuxn has not asked 
or desired the vote of Berry for any office, who 
authorized him to go up and down the State 
saying he would not vote for the editor of Tu 
Trrsunp. The latter would ask himself what 
he had done that he should de subjected to the 
insult of the support of such a man. 

Berry is one of those pig-headed fools whose 
aid is ruinous to the party which receives it in 
any matter involving common sense. One of 
the great misfortunes of the Republicans of 
Tilinois. was that in 1891 this fellow was 
Chairman of the Committee on Education of 
the Senate, At the previous session of 1889, 
while the compulsory education bill was in 
the hands of his committee, it was spoiled.by 
the injection of provisions which when dis- 
covered by the German Lutherans aroused 
their intense indignation. They appealed to 
the Republicans to take the objectionable 
provisions out of the law. The Republican 
State convention promised to do it. 

When the Legislature met in 1891 the 
House passed a bill modifying the com pul- 
sory act. which satisfied the Lutherans, Sen- 
ator Berry’s committee prepared amend. 
ments which did not, All attempts miade to 
induce Senator Berry to remove from his biil 
what was offensive to the Lutheran people 
were a failure, Hedefeated all the amend- 
ments which were proposed. He acted as if 
possessed by the spirit of Satan or was 
treacherously playmg into the hands of the 
Democrats. 

Finally the matter in dispute went to a 
committee of conference. This poisonous 
Berry was unfortunately one of the Senate 
conferrees. He would not yield, regardless of 
consequences. The session lacked but a day 
or two of its close. Policy and good faith 
-demanded that the Republicans keep their 
pledge. It was infinitely better that the bill 
of the House should pass than no bill and a 
most offensive, useless measure remain unre- 
formed on the statute books. But the treach- 
erous Berry would concede nothing. He de- 
feated all amended legislation on the subject. 

The disastrous result is known. The an- 
gered Lutherans voted solid for the Democrat- 
ic ticket in 1802. While what they were most 
anxious to do’ was to give the Democrats the 
Legislature they thought it safest to vote the 
whole, Democratic ticket lest they might 
make a mistake in marking their ballots. It 
was Berry who gave the Democrats a Gov. 
ernor, a Lieutenant-Governor, a State ticket, 
a majority of the Legislators and Congress- 
men, and to Cleveland the electoral vote of 
Illinois. 

More than 20,000 Republican Lutherans 
voted the whole Democratic ticket, the great 
buik of whom were in Cook County. They 
subtracted 20,000 from the Republican and 
added 20,000 to the Democratic ticket, mak. 
ing a difference of 40,000 in the result. This 
was the evil work of ‘he miserable crank 
Berry, who stabbed the party. He drove it out 
of power in Illinois, His brutal obstinacy and 
insensate bigotry alienated at a critical mo- 
ment the German Lutherans who had always 
been one of the mainstays of Republicanism 
in Illinois. He caused the party he pretended 
to belong to to appear as a promise-breaker 
and a falsifier of its promises, and he has 
never said a word to indicate that he was 
ashamed of or sorry for his miserable work. 

It was the duty of Tun Tarsunz on several 
ocvasions to explain what this fraudulent 
friend of education and of the Republican 
party had done, It has shown up his treach- 
ery. He has not forgiven the exposure he got 
then, and that is what has brought him 
up to Chicago to anneunce in the Democratic

If one-tenth of what has been stated 
in this conaection be true there ie a vast 
amount of criminal conduct on the part of 
contractors or their underlings, who have 
robbed the men by taking pay for which they 
rendered no equivalent and did not prepare 
to make any. The board may have done well 
to ordera thorough investigation, but is to 
lame for not having undertaken it long 
since, 

The board would have done better to act at 
once, instead of merely resolving. Unless 
the inquiry be prosecuted without red tape 
methods hundreds of men may die along the 
line of the canal before relief is afforded. 
The mean scamps who can stoop to such dis- 
graceful swindling as is charged are not like- 
ly to relinquish the further collection of ill- 
gotten gains while a sanitary inspector is 
getting ready to ask questions and go round 
among the men, this to be followed by a re- 
port to the board, which at its own. conven. 
jende will hear and discuss the statements 
made, these including blank denials from the 
culprits. The latter are to be expected, for 
men who will steal do not hesitate to ie, and 
the poor fellows who have died of neglect 
after having paid in advance for proper med. 
ical attention cannot rebut the denial. Their 
mouths are closed forever, but those of the 
miserable dogs who defrauded them to their 
undoing still are open, and doubtiess they will 
keep on grabbing as long as permitted to do 
BO.

THE “DEEP WATERWAYS” SCHEME. 

It now is intimated that the real object of 
the “international waterways convention,” 
recently held at Toronto, was not understood 
by the great majority of the delegates. 
was made the occasion of appointing a secret 
committee by the high executive officers of 
the gathering, a fact which was kept quiet till 
afew days ago. The committee is said to 
have held satisfactory meetings end bas de- 
cided soon to go to England to lay before 
Lord Rosebery its plans for drawing a large 
part of the lake commerce of the United 
States down the Canadian canals and the St. 
Lawrence. If the visit to England be a suc- 
cess the business is to be laid before President 
Cleveland and then before Congress at the 
coming session. 

Briefly stated; the leading feature of the 
scheme is that the United States Government 
shali be induced to assume the cost of main- 
taining the system of canals which Canada 
has been for several years building to connect 
the heart of the country commercially with 
the River St. Lawrence. This cost, it is eati- 
mated, would amount to not far from a mill- 
ion dollars per year. The construction of the 
canals, etc., is said to have cost some sixty 
million dollars, and the Canadian Govern- 
ment finds after this heavy expenditure the 
tolls and revenue from power privileges are a 
begatelle and that the volume of Cunadian 
commerce is decreasing. There are no reve- 
nues with which to meet current expenses. 

So the Canadians now propose to throw 
open their waterways to the many millions of 
tons of American lake shippmg, free of cost 
to the craft, except as their owners might 
have to pay their share with other citizens 
taxed to meet the proposed expenditures by 
our government. The Dowinion is to enter 
into an agreement whereby it will cede to the 
Unitec gates the perpetual right to use all 
its aun, from the Atlantic to the lakes, for 
ali vessels, commercial and naval, free of all 
tolls, on condition that this country will as- 
sume the total cost of maintenance; this idea 
to hold good ‘except that some restrictions 
may have to be made in regard to the use of 
the canals by the naval vessels of the United 
States and Great Britain. 

The canals which would be thrown open to 
the United States by such a bargain are the 
Lachine at the Isle of Montreal, the Sou- 
langes, the Cornwall, the Farrans Point. the 
Rapids Plat, and the Galopsin the St. Law. 
rence, and the Wel.and around the Falls of 
Niagara. The claim is made that these would 
give deep water navigation from Duluth and 
the Canadian Port Arthur (on Lake Superior) 
to Liverpool, and obviate the supposed ne- 
cessity for the contemplated expenditure of 
vast sums for the building of a canal across 
the State of New York deep enough for 
ocean vessels. Of course Chicago and Mil- 
waukee might have some share in the benefit, 
though they do not seem to have been re- 
ferred to by the projectors of the scheme) 
who appear to have an especial eye to the de- 
velopment of the commerce of the region 
around the head of Lake Superior, with some 
direct advantage to the Canadians, who find 
they have on their hauds something even 
more troublesome than the famous white ele- 
phant. Thescheme may be rated as a delu- 
sive one, which would not give to the Ameri 
can shippmg interests asa whole an advan- 
tage anything like equal to the annual ex- 
penditures which the people of the United 
States are to be asked to assume in order to 
let the Canucks out of the consequences of a 
bad bargain. 


Tues laboratory of the Corcoran Scientific 
School at Washington has turned out a high- 
power explosive, which, should it satisfy all 
the claims that are made for it, may revolu- 
tionize the methods of modern warfare. The 
new explosive is a combination of liquid and 
solid which, so long as they are kept separate, 
are absolutely harmless, but once combined 
become terribly destructive. The new ex- 
plosive is 8 per cent higher than No. 1 dyna- 
mite, and as no cannon could withstand the 
explosion of an ordinary shell-load of the 
cempound a new shell has been designed 
whose mechanism is so arranged as to mix 
the solid and liquid parts of the explosive 
after the shell leaves the gun. By the aid of 
time fuses the shell can be explodod in mid- 
air or on striking the object aimed at. The 
statement is also of interest that a hand 
grenade has been constructed on the same 
principle which will Jo correspondingly dead- 
ly work at short range. As to the explosive 
character of the new compound there does not 
seem to be any question. If the forthcoming 
experiments shall demonstrate that shells con- 
taining it can be fired with safety, then our 
big guns may have a new and terrible mean- 
ing. Such guns, when combined with the 
new rapid-fire guns, which are capable of 
sending an illimitable number of balis over 
an almost illimitable area and in every direc- 
tion. seem to threaten the existence of whole 
armies and make war an expensive luxury for 
those engaged in it, if, indeed, by its very 
horror, it did not serve to make war a fur- 
ther impossibility after the first engagement.

POPULISM ASTONISHES GEORGIA 


How It Has Spread and How the Whites 
Lead Biacks Astray. 

GreznsBornoven, Gai, Nov. 17.—| New York 
Post. ]—Astonishment at the result of the re- 
cent election is the prevailing sentiment in 
this section. Some persons, from apprehen- 
sion of the Populist propagandism among 
the negroes, and justiy dreading the disas- 
trous effects of its supremacy upon the finan- 
cial interests of the State, are openly ad vo- 
cating the formation uf a working organization 
ot the Republican party. This Populist craze 
marks the stages of disappointment and hard - 
ship that the credulous victims of universal 
suffrage are passing through ia their progress 
towards an enlightened citizenship. The Pop- 
ulist leaders have cultivated the closest rela- 
tions with the negroes throughout the State. 
They are men of narrow intellect, slender 
means, and thriftiess habits, who in Kuklux 
gangs and lynching bands inflicted most of the 
crueities upon the negroes in the years imme- 
diately following the war. Months before the 
October election these missionaries traversed 
the State, going from cabin to cabin, hol d- 
ing meetings in negro churches and school- 
houses, distributing pictures of the Democrat- 
ic ¢ andidate for Governor whipping a negro 
family servant, and arousing expectations of 
government assistance of the most extrava- 
gant character. The negroes were made to 
believe that in the event of Populist su — 
acy they could borrow of the National 
ury all the money they wanted in loans — 
ning twenty years at 1 per cent, and that such 
loans could be extended indefinitely at the 
same rate, at the option of the borrower) It 
seems incredible such a notion could 
find lodgment in the brain of even the most 
ignorant, and yet that very scheme has been 
the means of ae the majorities in some 
— the strongest mocratic counties in the 

tate. 

This is partly due to the fact that the agri. 
cultural interests of this section have been 
for a long time in a desperate condition. Un- 
skilled negro Jabor earna with rations only 50 
cents a day, and experienced housé-servants 
get only or $5 a month. The small farms 
worked by the negroes range from thirty to 
100 acres each. The conditions of owner- 
shi * a stipulation that these farms 
shall be paid for in instaliments within a 
period of ten years.

The agent of a large New York capitalist.

future in still larger advances, The small 
farmers among the poor whites are in the 
same desperate straits, and it 16 no wonder 
that a common misfortune should cause both 
of these classes to turn to the absurd vagaries 
of Populism for relief. 

The thoroughness with which the Populist 
leaders marshaled their squads of voters, cared 
for them the —— before election, marching 
them to the polls the next morning in bands 
of from twenty to fifty, making sure that the 
right ballots were put in, could not have 
been excelled by the most hardy Tammany 
leader. The leose election laws of this State 
make fraudulent voting easy. Any voter can 
cast his ballot in any precinct of the county 
in which he resides, as he chooses, and the ex- 
tent to which the negro vote is purchasable 
and the difficulty of detection add to the fa- 
cility of repeating. Some a har og stories 
are told of the devices to which the negroes 
resort. It is related that in Madison a darky 
was taken to the polls to vote; then his coat 
was turnea wrong side out, and he was 
brought back to vote a second time, Again
